HE firft of this Month, arriv’d here 

Prince EfterhaG Palatine of Hungary, 

and went with his ulual Atendants to 

his Palace. The 2d in the Morning the 

State’ of the Country had Audience of 
him ro bid him Welcom: And he Signified to them 
that they {hould aflemble.the next Day at 10 in the 
Morning, when he would make a Propofition to 
them. They met accordingly the 3d, and the 
Prince Palatine, the Cardinal of Saxe-Zeyts as Pri- 
mate of the Kingdom, and the other Prelates, Ba- 
rons, and Deputies, having taken their proper 
Places, the Prince Palatine acquainted the Affembly, 
* That this Diet was call’d co re-eftablith the Tran- 
‘ guility of their native Country; and feeing it 
‘was requifice to that end, that all the States of 
‘ Hungary, as well the unfaithful as the faithful, 
‘ fhould be prefent, it was neceffary to invite the 
‘ former to fend their Deputies likewife to the AC 
‘fembly. Hereupon 4.Deputies were chofen out 
of the feveral Orders or States of the Kingdom, to 
go to Vienna, to acquaint the Emperour with this 
propofision and to defire his Approbaiion of it; as 
alfo to befeech his Imperial Majefty, to defera 
while (till ic be feen what Courfe the Malecontents 
will take) his Departure from Vienna for this City ; 
and to nominate and fend Commiffioners with full 
Powers to be prefent on the Part of his Imperial Ma- 
jehty in the Affembly, which in the mean time fhould 
be begun and held. The faichful States of the 
Kingdom judging, tbat the firft and principal Step 
towards fettling a lafting Peace, is to invite, in the 
Name of them the faid faithful States already af- 
fembled here, thofe of the contrary Party with 
whom that Peace isso be made ;_ have refolv’d, af- 
foon as they have obtain’d the Emperour's Leave, 
to fend fome of their principal Members to endea- 
vour to prevail with thofe of the contrary Party to 
repair to this piefent Diet. The Cardinal of Saxe- 
Zeyts has from the Pulpit commanded, that during 
this Diet publick Devotions fhall be perform’d 
daily in ali-the Churches of this City, to implore 
Peace from the Almighty. Count Maximilian Sta- 
remberg’s Lady, having defir'd Leave of the Male- 
contents to go to ber Husband who is their Prifoner, 
has obtain’d a Pafsport for that purpofe. 

Vienna, March 7. Count Maximilian Staremberg, 
who was fome Days ago taken Prifoner by a Party 
of the Malecontents near Wartburg, is carry’d to 
Neuhenfel: Whence ris advis’d, thar Genersl Hart- 
leben having fpeedy Notice of the Count’s being 
taken, detach’d with all poffible Diligence fome 
Horfe of the Regiment of Hohenzollern to overtake 
that Party ; bur they came too late by half an Hour 
to the Waag, which the Malecontents had pafs’d : 
However, the commanding Officer of that De- 
tachment was allow’d to pafs the River alone, to 
feak with the Count, and repals in fafery. 
When the Marfhal of the Imperial Court fig- 


ified a few Days ago to the foreign Minifters, 


that the Emperour defigning to make but 4 or § 
Days Stay at Presbourg, they might {pare themfelves 
tae Trowble of going thither, the Dutch Envoy an- 


{wer'd that he had no Defign of going thither unlels 
he fhould be inviced, buc the Danuh Minifter (aid 
he mutt go thither abouc Affairs ot the King his 
Maftcr. Men begin to dowbr, that che Diet ar Pref- 
bourg will have no good Itiue, becaufe the Male- 
contens fend no Deputies to it, and Peace cannot 
be made by one Party alone. The 3d Inftant the 
States that are at Presbourg affembled, and the Pa- 
latine acquainted them, that the Emperour out of 
his Pacernal Care to re-eftablifh the Peace and Tran- 
quility of the Kingdom had moft gracicufly call'd 
this general Diet ct the Scares, and that he defign’d 
himfelf to be affiftant in Perlon to the accompiith- 
ing fo good a Work, and to the reftoring the funda- 
mental Laws of the Kingdom to their fuli Force 
and Virtue; but that the Malecontents not having 
{ent Deputies to this Diet, in Compliance with his 
Imperial Majefty’s circulatory Letters of invitation, 
it might be convenient, fuperabundantly to condef- 
cend to depute fome Members of the affembled 
States to perfwade them to give their Appearance - 
Which Motion was approv‘d by the States. And in 
Confequence thereof, the Bifhop of great Waradin 
on the Part of the Clergy, Count Nadafty on the 
Part of the Nobility, M. Viat on the Part of the 
Counties, and M. Roffer on the Part of the Towns, 
were deputed hither: And the 5th had Audience of 
his Imperial Majefty, thank’d him for calling the 
Diet,and befought bim to approve the fending of De- 
uties from the Diet to invite the Malecontents to it: 
he Emperour anfwer'd, that he would take it into 
Confideration, and fend to Presbourg his Refolution 
thereon. We are affur’d the Court will agree ro it ; 
but that they are not willing the Cardinal of Saxe- 
Zeyts fhould be of thar Deputation, though he has 
offer’d him(elf to be of it, and given Hope it may 
have a good Effect. In the mean time Prince Ra- 
gotski has drawn his Troops fo near cogether, thac 
in 2 days he can form an Army of 30c0o Men ; 
and ‘tis probable he will endeavour to difturb the 
Diet ; nay fome fear he will befiege Presbourg, bur 
that is very unlikely. There is a Rumour of this 
Court’s treating with King Auguitus for 20000 
Auxiliaries, and fending Prince Eugene to Hungary 
to crufh the Rebellion by Force of Arms, if the 
Malecontents continue refractory and untra¢ctable. 
From the Leiden Gzezette, dated March 20. 
Milan, March 7. The Deputies of this Srate 
who have been at Vienna, are return’d hither wich 
the Count of Monte-Caftro, well fatisfied with the 
Succefs of their Negociations, and the great Ho- 
nours fhewo them at the Imperial Court. Prince 
Maurice, Nephew of Prince Eugene of Savoy, {fet 
out from hence fome Days ago for Vienna. Prince 
Eugene is not expected here of a long Time, and 
tis faid Count Taun isto come and command in 
this State during his Abfence. In the mean while 
we have receiv'd Orders to augment our Guards 
confiderably, that they may make a good Aprear- 
ance here on the Arrival of the Royal Bride of 
King Charles III, in her Way to embark for Barce- 
lona. A great Quantity of Bread-Corn, Oats, and 
Hay is getting ready to be fent to Catalonia with 
the Convoy that is to carry that Princefs thither : 
Tis {aid that Convoy will likewife take with them 
the 3 Regiments of Palatine Horfe, 3 Imperial 
Regiments, and fome Troops of the Milaneze:
